2. Claims 1 , 5, 1 2, 1 4, 22, and 25 have been amended. Claims 7-1 0, 16-21, 24, 26, 
and 27 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 1-6, 11-15, 22, 23, 25, and 28 are allowed over the prior arts of record. 

Examiner's Statement ofReason(s) for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record i.e. Belknap US 6,996,708 and Aikawa 6,898,751 , taken alone or 
in combination with other prior arts fails to teach or reasonably suggest in combination 
with other claimed limitations if the device program is not completely downloaded, 
sending a subsequent NAK and continuing to download tlie device program from tlie 
non-volatile data source of tlie device to the volatile memory of the device, and wherein 
the predetermined time period is a first time period for a data request signal, and a 
second time period for status request signal and the first time period is five hundred 
milliseconds and the second time period is fifty milliseconds as recited in the 
independent claims.
